And What Have You

Since we have already spent 
three days in bed with an infected 
leg and find ourselves facing 
Tuesday morning in not much 
better shape and in the need for 
something for this space we are 
calling on an old friend to help us 
out again. 
James Roberts, Andrews County 
News publisher, takes a look at the 
current sex scandals in Washington 
and draws his own conclusions. His 
column on the subject follows: 
“We can’t understand all the 
hullaballo about the 33-year old 
blone from A sheville, North 
Carolina drawing $14,000 a year as 
a mistress to a congressman. 
“What’s $14,000 per year for 
someone who can’t type, can’t file 
and can’t answer the telephone. We 
thought that was the norm for 
Washington. 
“In April, the Senate passed the 
new federal budget for the coming 
year and in midst of all the cam­ 
paigning, few people paid any 
attention to it. 
“The budget calls for the ex­ 
penditure of $412,600,000,000. In 
English, that means four hundred 
twelve billion, six hundred million 
dollars. 
“Another way of putting it is a 
thousand million dollars a day, plus 
an extra thousand million for petty 
cash every Monday. 
“Or better still, it means 47 
million dollars an hour, $13,083 
every second of every minute, 
every day, all year... a man’s labor 
for a whole year, and more, gone 
with every tick of the clock. Forty 
million years of labor, a million 
lifetimes of toil. 
“We doubt that any member of 
Congress, including Cong. Wayne 
Hays of Ohio, can even com­ 
prehend such numbers, nor use the 
millionth part of such sums 
rationally, nor grasp the deadly 
consequences of their acts...all 
they can do is vote for more and 
giggle and drool. 
“National Review has pointed 
out that the new federal tax to raise 
that budget imposes a burden of 
$8,000 per house hold...enough to 
ensure the health, education, 
welfare, and self-defense of every 
American family, if they could just 
keep what they earn. 
“Actually, the hiring of this 
otherwise untalented woman is 
fully consistent with the spirit of 
the 
Humphrey-Hawkins 
bill 
whereby, if passed, government 
officials will guarantee jobs and 
work for the unemployed. 
“And the bill has every likelihood 
of passing in the next session of 
Congress.

Although far below last 
year’s record crop, this 
year’s wheat crop overall is 
much better than expected, 
according to Robert Fowler, 
manager of Moore Elevator 
The harvest is in its final 


stages and should be com­ 
pleted within the next week to 
IO days. Fowler said 
As of Monday afternoon of 
this week. the local elevator 
had received 647,000 bushels 
of wheat This compares with 


last year’s record crop of 
1,100.000 
The best yields have been 
coming from the south and 
east of Hamlin w ith most of it 
averaging from 
15 to 25 
bushels. The yields west of 
Hamlin have been running 
only from five to 13 bu. per 
acre with a few exceptions 
Fowler said that this year's 
crop has been of exceptional 
quality with it testing up to 63 
pounds test weight He said 
that the cool weather in May 
played a big part in this extra 
good quality. 
The price this year started 
at $3 25, rose to $3 55 last 
week and has dropped off to 
$3.25 this week TTiis com­ 
pares with last year’s price of 
from $2 85 to $2 90

Complete balanced 
fertilizers such as 10-10-5 or 
12-12-12 can also be used at 
one pound per IOO square feet 
of bed space. Aim to fertilize 
after each flush of blooms. 
3. Continue preventive 
spray program on roses for 
blackspot and mildew con­ 
trol. Benlate will control 
both. 
4. Aphids are multiplying 
rapidly.

5. Watch for webworms on 
peacans, mulberry, per­ 
simmons and many other 
trees. 
6. Bagworms are showing 
up in junipers, and other 
narrow leafed evergreens.

10. Make cuttings of your 
favorite chrysanthemums 
and root them in a mixture of 
perlite and peat moss. Cover 
cutting box with plastic and 
place in a shade area for 5 to 
days to prevent wilting. Roots 
should form in 3 to 4 weeks. 
11. Be on the lookout for sod 
webworms in area lawns. 
This devastating pest which 
severs grass blades can be 
controled with Sevin (car­ 
baryl) or diazinon.

“And taxpayers supporting all 
the goodies for Congressmaen is 
certainly nothing new. 
“Currently, 
our 
Congressmen 
enjoy free parking, free haircuts, 
free shoeshines, free medical 
examinations, free prescriptions, 
free law books. ($1,000 worth), free 
plants from the Botannical Gar­ 
dens, free picture framing, free 
mailing privileges, free travel to 
and from their district, free health 
club privileges, free junkets to the 
finest watering holes in the world. 
“We taxpayers subsidize their 
cocktail parties and dinners on 
Capitol 
Hill, 
their 
restaurants, 
their medical insurance and their 
hospital stays at Walter Reed and 
Navy Medical, their basement food 
store, and their richly endowed 
retirement program. 
“In the last 18 months alone, our 
Congressmen have raised their 
district office allowances by 43 per 
cent, their special delivery stamp 
allowance by 25 per cent, their 
stationery allowance by $1,250. 
They hiked their salaries $1,700 in a 
time of severe unemployment, and 
voted themselves an automatic 
cost-of-living escalator during a 
time of high inflation. A few days 
ago, they raised by $10,000 to

“Each congressman has been

today’s listeners. 
The counsel ot Paul is 
available for those w ho listen 
as he describes the Way for 
the people of the W av. 
“ I took those tapes to 
my 
office 
the 
day 
they 
arrived,’’ said the business­ 
man earnestly. “ Before I go 
to important conferences I 
make it a point to listen for 
about 30 minutes to por­ 
tions of Paul’s letters or from 
one cl the Gospels. They 
give me the spiritual insight 
to make correct decisions.”

Testament in dramatic form 
would have great appeal.” 


said Mrs. f aith Main of the 
agency. 
“ It all came about be­ 
cause Di. Kenneth Taylor 
saw the need to add another 
dimension 
iii 
sharing 
the 


word with as many people 
as possible.” 
Taping was directed by 
Jim Grant, a writer, actor, 
and film director who also 
narrated 
Vie Living New 
Testament. 
The man who 
portrayed the Apostle Paul 
in the work was Dick Noel, 
for six years an announcer 
for Lowell Thomas. 
After the narration was 
completed a job requiring 
nearly six months sound ef­ 
fects and music were added.
